but he thought Geritlemen ought to proceed with caution in a 
meafure, by which fo much influerice would be thrown into the 
hands of the Crown. A ‘bill of infinitely lefs moment, and 
which gave infinitely lefs' influence, had been oppofed by fome 
‘of the firft and:belt-meny.in this. country, becaufe it tended to 
‘increafe, though iin a {mall dégree, the influence of the Crowu 
and its-Minifters ; if the pieafure, therefore, fhould be adopted, 
which would»put Miniftry fh poffefhon of a boundlefs extent of 
Patronage, and which iv its govlequences, might threaten the 
liberties. and ‘couftitution of this country, Gentlemen would 
hid it nec £0 comie apain to'vote, * ‘That the influence of 
_the Crown ‘has increafed is increafing, and ought to be di- 
minifhed.”. He was ready to allow, that, from the prefent ftate 
of the Company’s affairs, fome regulations were neceffary ; and 
perhaps; more fo-fince ti’ late’neWs. He was ready alfo to 
allow, that a Contpany of ‘Merchants were not qualified to go- 
vero. large territértalpufféffions ; but it would ftill be right to 
be on one’s’ gaard; Sef ‘the meafures propofed thould prove 
ruinows to.the libeity ‘of this country. 

Mr Fox faid‘the Figp. Baronet’s remarks were puinted, not 
‘ againit the bill theh under confideration, but again{t the other 
which he “had the honour to prefent a few days before ; when 
* that fhopld become'the fabject of debate, he would endeavour 
to’ deferid'‘it againit the feyeral objeftions that fhould be urged 
againft it.

He was 
not fo vain as to fuppofe that he could frame a bill which em- 
braced fo many objects, that fhquld not be liable to objeétions ; 
it would.be, therefore, for the wifdom of the committee: to 
make fuch alterations as they thould judge neceffary.
